Located in the newly constructed 
Woodgate Park, the cemetery was 
initially deeded to the Bishop of the 
Catholic Church in 1858 by Don 
Bernardo Yorba. The Yorba family 
came to this area before the 
Revolutionary War and marked their 
bicentennial seven years ago. 


Members of the Yorba Family, 
along with elected officials from the 
area, will be on hand for the 
dedication at the site, located north 
of Esperanza Road, east of Fairlynn 
Boulevard in unincorporated area, 
between Yorba Linda and Anaheim. 


Menchaca, 35, an employee in the 
Orange County Welfare Depart- 
ment, first shot his wife, Jovita 
Serna Manchaca, 23, and then 
turned the gun on himself in their 
residence at 4426 Avenida del Este, 
Yorba Linda.

The Menchacas were treated at 
the scene by the paramedics, who 
along with police and the fire 
department, responded to the call. 
They were taken to Canyon General 
Hospital where both died. 

Police were called shortly after 
5:30 p.m. Tuesday. Mrs. Menchaca 
died from a bullet wound in the head 
about 7 p.m. and her husband 
succumbed to a similar head wound 
shortly after 10 p.m. Mrs. Menchaca 
also had a wound in the upper left 
arm. 

: According to police the gun used 
was 22 calibre hand gun which was 
found in the husbands’s hand. The 
couple’s three children were not 
home at the time of the shootings. 

The investigation was in charge of 

Detective Ken Owens.

Main Street Plans 
Move With Speed 


A swift moving committee of Main 
Street merchants gained approval of 
their recommendations from the 
general committee and will shortly 
have a formal presentation to make 
to city officials on plans for 
rejuvenating the central business 
district. 


In addition, the plans have the 
support of the city’s Beautification 
Committee with whom the Main 
Street group met last Tuesday night 
to finalize the recommendations. 

The committee was appointed 
early in February, held two 
meetings, took field trips to other

Yorba Linda City Council Monday Mean Detectors 


night passed on second reading, 
thereby enacting into law, an 
ordinance amending the city 
building code to require’ the 
installation of smoke detectors on all 
buildings, whether commercial or 
residential, undergoing structural 
change or repair to the value of 
$1,000 or more. 

The measure passed by the same 
margin as it did on first reading two 
weeks ago, 4-1, the sole dissident 
being Councilman Dale T. Chaput, 
as he was previously. 

Chaput has steadfastily opposed 
the requirements as an unwarranted 
interference with the rights of 
property-owners. He has_ never 
challenged the value of the detectors 
themselves, which he earlier termed 
“‘a good idea.”’ 

Use of the detectors has been 
encouraged by ljocal and county fire 
departments. The devices are meant 
to sound an alarm when they sense 
smoke in the air, thereby perhaps 
waking a sleeping family, or calling 
attention to a building which has 
caught fire while unoccupied. 

Originally, Councilman Whit 
Cromwell had supported a figure 
higher than $1,000, to relieve less 
well-to-do property-owners of the 
imposed cost. His suggestion failed 
to win support in view of the 
relatively minimal price of the 
detectors, quoted as low as $30 to 
$50. 


Councilman Hank Wedaa, on the 
other hand, had proposed making 
installation of the detectors 
compulsory on _ all _ buildings 
undergoing any change or repair 
whatever, citing the lives that might 
thereby be saved. 

In the end, however, the council 
adopted the ordinance as drafted by 
the city planning commission, 
incorporating the $1000 limit. 

In other action, the council heard 
City Attorney Leonard Hampel 
report that the city might legally 
purchase land outside city limits, 
although it could not condemn such 
land. 

The city currently is considering 
purchase of 10 acres of land near the 
intersection of Bastanchury and 
Valley View, five acres of which lie 
within city limits and five acres of 
which do not. 

Once obtained, the land might 
then be traded to the local school 
district for the Little League ball 
field, on Valley View near Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. 

The council further approved 
expense of $9,160 as an installment 
payment for three traffic signals, 
one at Yorba Linda and Eureka, one 
at Yorba Linda and Fairmont, and 
one at Lakeview and Timberlane. 

Total cost for the signals is 
$28,000, of. which slightly over half 
has already been paid. 


communities and formulated their 
plans. 

These plans were submitted to the 
general committee a week ago. 

Chairman Jack Bisson circulated 
drawings of several ideas for an 
identification sign to be placed at the 
Main Street-Imperial Highway 
intersection. The one which drew 
the most support was a triangular 
sign which would be constructed of 
either old railroad ties or utility poles 
with a large plaque with the words 
‘Main Street’’ on two sides and 
*‘Thank You For Shopping on Main 
Street’’ on the back side. 

Bisson said that several 
committee members visited San 
Dimas to the north and east to view 
their ‘‘Early California’’ Main Street 
theme. The chairman said San 
Dimas was chosen as its Main Street 
closely approximated Yorba 
Linda’s. 

Slides of the improvements made 
in San Dimas were shown. 
Highlights were attractive wooden 
litter boxes, parkway planters, 
benches, wooden lampposts, board 
sidewalks, business identification 
signs in planters and _ brick 
pedestrian crossings with scored tile 
effect. 

The committee talked to San 
Dimas City and Chamber officials 
and learned that the city had paid 
expenses for the improvements. 
Merchants entered into an agree- 
ment to convert their businesses to 
early California western or Spanish 
styles. The Chamber of Commerce 
noted that no one was forced to 
participate but all merchants were 
encouraged to do so. 

Bisson emphasized that local 
merchants must make an_ early 
decision so that conversion efforts 
can tie in with the city’s plans for

Smoking Areas Denied 


At High Schools

In a divergence of opinion, 
members of the Board of Trustees of 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, 4 to 1, Monday night, 
denied the request of student 
spokesmen for a trial period for 
designated smoking areas on the 
district’s three high school campus- 
es. 

The smoking privilege was 
strongly supported by Trustee John 
Balducci but failed to find approval 
with other board members at least at 
this time. 

Trustee Salvador Zavala indicated 
that his vote against the smoking 
areas ‘‘is a trial period the other 
way. If it (smoking in the rest rooms) 
is not corrected then next year or a 
year from now, I'll have a different 
opinion.”’ 

The 4 to 1 denial also brought a 


strong statement from Ken Sawa, 
Esperanza High School Student 
Body President, who expressed his 
keen disappointment with the 
decision in a prepared answer. 

The proposal that designated 
smoking areas be arranged on PUSD 
high school campuses as a means of 
relieving smoking in the rest rooms, 
was brought to the board for action 
by organized students. 

Kawa thanked Balducci for his 
support and then launched into ‘‘my 
not so nice speech."’ 

‘‘IT would like to take this time to 
commend the board for the excellent 
way you represented the opinion of 
16 per cent of the taxpaying citizens

of this district who are against the 
smoking area,’’ Kawa began. 

‘‘Needless to say, you ignored the 
opinions of the 84 per cent of the 
taxpayers who didn’t say they were 
against the smoking area,’’ Kawa 
continued, referring apparently to a 
survey of PUSD parents. ‘'More 
importantly,’’ Kawa outlined, ‘87 
per cent of the high school students 
definitely spoke out in favor of the 
smoking area. We presented to you 
a solid policy, researched facts, 
answered your questions and went 
through the right procedure and 
channels. 

‘‘What did we learn from this? We 
have learned even on: the district 
level, between the red tape and 
politics involved, students can 
accomplish absolutely nothing. We 
have learned of the conservative 
nature of this board, so conservative 
that a student policy on a trial basis 
has not been considered."’ 

In some concluding statements 
faulting the democratic process, 
Sawa told the board: ‘‘It appears 
that public relations and reelection 
are your number one concern 
instead of the general opinion of the 
students.” 

The action of the board followed a 
recommendation by Superintendent 
of Schools John O. Tynes, after 
consultation with the high school 
principals. Tynes forwarded that 
smoking areas be denied and that an 
instructional program on smoking, 
alcohol and narcotics be inaugurated 
as an integral part of the curriculum 
in grades 4 through 8. 

Balducci, leading off the discus- 
sion, read from a letter from a parent 
which related that the writer’s 
family has had first hand experience 
with lung cancer as a direct result of 
smoking and that a son has started to 
smoke. 

‘I believe it is a bad decision, but 
that decision is his right,’’ the letter 
read. ‘‘Also I do not like my son 
being suspended and missing school 
for something his father does all day 
long.”’ 

At the conclusion of the letter, 
Balducci stated, ‘‘I think that 
probably expresses my innermost 
feelings better than I have mvself.

We're talking about individuals 
rights to do something that is not 
illegal and protecting those people 
who do not smoke and want to use 
the rest rooms. And I for one believe 
that a trial period and only a trial 
period, perhaps for the rest of this 
year, would be in order.”’ 

Trustee John Press, who second- 
ed the motion against the smoking 
areas made by Trustee Salvador 
Zavala, pointed out that he did not 
think smoking is a moral issue...‘‘at 
least it’s not a moral issue any more 
than overeating or lack of proper, 
regular and sufficient rest and 
exercise."’ 

Press added ‘‘In my opinion, 
establishing a smoking area on a 
trial basis or any other basis, is not 
the way to accomplish this.”’ 

Mrs. Jean Pappas’ statement 
included: ‘‘I believe we sent out a 
questionnaire and we got a good 
response. I know the request is for a 
trial period. 1 have to look to my 
better judgement in which I feel that 
a trial period would not work. It is 
much harder to take a privilege away 
than to give it in the first place.’’ 

‘Balducci: ‘‘] respect very much 
the opinions of my fellow board 
members and very much the 
opinions of the people who did feel 
strongly enough to respond to our 


survey. 
‘*This is one of the few times that I 
have to vote against what I hear from 


the people because I really feel that 
those are not necessarily the people 
with the kids who have the problem 
and I want to reach the kids who 
have the problem. And I’m going to 
vote my conscience this time and I 
want to thank John Press for 
bringing that up. And I apologize to 
you people, so many of whom I’ve 
heard from, say that it’s not the way 


to go. You’ll probably get your wish, 
but I’m going to vote the other 
wae 

Zavala indicated that he was 
going along with the recommenda- 
tion of the staff. ‘‘I’m thinking of 
those students who do not smoke 
and the majority of them do not 
smoke. | personally am going to go 
around the campuses...But if the 
parents want this done and the 
schools belong to these parents, and 
either we're going to enforce these 
things that we have on the books or 
let’s get them off the books. 

“‘As I said before,’’ Zavala 
continued, ‘‘I am going along with 
the recommendation but somebody 
is going to be held responsible for no 
smoking in those restrooms.”’ 

Board President, Dr. William 
Yates: ‘‘A policy to allow smoking on 
our campuses can but condone it. 
The policy of no smoking on our 
campuses does not condone it. As an 
elected public official in this district, 
I cannot personally take a position to 
condone smoking, knowing it is a 
health hazard to anyone, including 
our children.”’ 

In answer to Sawa’s statement, 
Balducci answered: ‘‘You’ve used 
the process and because you lost 
doesn’t mean the system doesn’t 
work. It could have gone the other 
way and you would have said Hurrah 
for the system. It just so happens 
that the majority of this board felt 
that the people they represent didn’t 
want this kind of thing. I disagree 
and I happen to be the one up for 
reelection next time, ‘‘Balducci 
concluded. 

Sawa’s statement did not mention 
that the last student petition before 
the board was for oped campuses 
which was granted by the board 4 to 
1.

Airport Bill Once More 


A California Assembly bill, to 
offer residents of this area an 
opportunity to vote on whether or 
not they desire an airport in the 
Chino Hills, was moving toward a 
State senate vote this week. 

The bill, Assembly Bill 80-37, has 
recently been released from the 
Senate Revenue and _ Taxation 
Committee with a unanimously 
approving vote. It now advances to 
the floor of the senate where the 
third reading will produce a vote for 
or against the measure. 

The legislation is making its 
second round trip around the capitol 
dome. First introduced by former 
Assemblyman Floyd Wakefield, the 
legislation carried the assembly, 
went through the senate under the 
sponsorship of Senator James

undergrounding utilities. This 
means, Bisson said, coordination 
with the Edison Company to get new 
light standards which will fit into the 
plans.

HORSE 
TALES 


by Joan Johnson 

At the suggestion of the 
Star editor, Jim Arkison, I 
obtained the leaflet entitled 
‘‘Fly Control On the Horse 
Ranch’’ which is published 
by the University of 
California at Davis. (Were 
you trying to tell me 
something, Jim?) 

Most horse owners do 
their best to keep the fly 
Situation as well under 
control as possible and 
those who don’t should 
certainly start trying! 1 am 
thoroughly convinced that 
the fly was created for the 
sole purpose of being a 
pest! 

There is so much valuable 

information in this leaflet 
that I know horse owners, as 
well as non-horse owners, 
will derive a great deal of 
benefit from the portions of 
it that I will print in this 
column. 
+ I've attempted to select 
only those sections of the 
article that apply to the 
average backyard horse 
owner, since it would be 
almost impossible to repro- 
duce the whole leaflet. 

However, anyone desir- 
ing to obtain the complete 
article may do so by calling 


the local county farm 
advisor office. 
So, on with the first 


installment of the publica- 
tion ‘‘Fly Control On the 
Horse Ranch’’, written by 
E.C. Loomis, Cooperative 
Extension parasitologist at 
the University of California 
at Davis. 

MANURE MANAGE- 
MENT - What a_ good 
manure management pro- 
gram can do for your ranch: 
minimize fly production and 
public complaints; reduce 
odors - an additional public 
nuisance; preserve’ the 
fertilizer value of animal 
manure; create better 
public relations. The follow- 
ing management methods 
are recommended with 
these points in mind. 

STABLES AND _ COR- 
RALS - During the summer 
months, remove manure 
and soiled bedding from 
stalls and/or corrals at least 
It may be 
possible to do this less often 
during the winter. 

It only takes a_ few 
minutes to remove manure 
and soiled bedding from 
each stall and/or corral. A 
manure fork, broad-faced 
shovel, and wheelbarrow 
are essential equipment 
Disposal of stable wastes 
requires as much attention 
as does collection. 

Depending on the size of 
your ranch, follow one or 
more of these suggestions: 
immediate thin-layer 
spreading in adjacent fields 
for fertilizer use or incorpor- 
ation into the soil; immedi 
ate thin-layer spreading in 
arena or paddock to act as a 
cushion; immediate  off- 
ranch delivery to farmers 
for fertilizer use, or to a 
sanitary landfill for destruc 
tion; temporary placement 
(not over 48 hours) in an 
all-concrete, three walled, 
open storage pit, with 
removal to on - or off - ranch 
use or destruction on a 
suitable schedule. The size 
of the storage pit depends 
on the volume of wastes per 
day.
